French-Canadian "high school" 
students are not separatists. The 
'majority of them are satisfied to 
remain Canadians, although no one 
really knows what a "Canadain" is. 
This was the consensus of opinion 
given to us when we interviewed a 
group of French-speaking students 
from Quebec. The students were 
present under the auspices of O.B. 
Watts, one French teacher with a 
mission and a message, and were par- 
ticipating in an inter-provincial 
student exchange. 

There were 8 students in all. 
Five girls; Nicole Paré, Danielle 
Martineau (ooh la la), Johanne St. 
Laurent, Claire Denis and Gaby 
Gourdeau, came from Marie-de-l'In- 
carnation School in "la belle ville" 
Québec. Pierre Letourneat, Jean- 
Guy Picard, and Richard Fortin are 
from Jean de Brébeuf. 

The students from Central who 
went to Quebec on the exchange were 
Cathy Hogarth, Maria Mazan, Eleanor 
McKeen, Marg Nixon, Sally Potter, 
John Gonder, Alex Farquhar and Stuart 
Durrant. 

When first asked about separ- 
itism, Nicole didn't know what we 
were talking about. She thought we 
meant the lack of co-education in 
French-Canadian schools. But later 
she admitted that there is a cultural 
gap between French- and English- 
speaking Canadians and that French- 
speaking Canadians resent having to 
*learn English to get a job in Quebec. 
They denied the existence of 
_any “unifying force" in the Canadian 
“nation and illustrated once again 
that the only thing "Canadians" have 
in common is their lack of a "my 
country - right or wrong"-type of 
patriotism.

There are differences between 
our school system and theirs. Pere 
haps the most obvious one is that 
their classes are not co-educational 
until Grade Twelve. They are per-

School for 
a year. 


Last month Grade Thirteen stu- 
dents were given the opportunity of 
attending a first year French lec- 
ture at UWO. A number of us availed 
ourselves of this opportunity to get 
a preview of University life and 
classes. Here are the impressions 
of one of our numbers, Tilottama 
Rajan.

Le professeur a manqué en- 
tiérement d'expliquer le rapport 
du poéme "Tristesse d'Olympio", 
gue nous awions préparé, Aa la po- 

sie d'Hugo comme totalité. Il 
a fait allusion deux ou trois fois 
au mouvement littéraire, roman- 
tisme, dont Hugo faisait partie, 
mais évidemment il ne s'y intér- 
essait pas non plus. Il se con- 
tendait de lire & haute voix le 
poéme et de se borner a nous ih- 
diquer ce qui &tait déja évident. 
Il disait, par exemple, qu'il y 
avait une métaphore dans le quat- 
riéme stance, mais il ne l'anal- 
ysait pas. Quant aux symboles 
et themes centraux du poéme, 
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peut-etre que le professeur ne les 
considérait pas comme dignes d'iétre 
mentionées. 

A tout prendre, cette confers: 
ence était un désappointment. Les 
commentaires du professeur, quand il 
faisait les commentaires, étaient 
Souvent hors de la question. Iln'ta 
fait aucun effort pour voir le poeme 
comme totalité ou pour le discuter 
comme oeuvre d'art. Quant aux vignt 
etudiants, ils ont dit trés peu: Il 
n'y en avait qu'un qui parlait avec 
facilit€. La méthode du professeur 
tendait peut-etre a decourager des 
aires de leur part. Mais illest bien 
probable que cette classe n'était 

pas typique, et que nous pouvons es- 
pérer quelque chose de plus stimu- 
lateur, quand nous commencerons a 
frequenter l'universite. Du moins, 
je l'espére.

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Qestion: Should there be laws pro- 
hibiting the use of LSD? 


The answer of a Typical Central 
Student to this question might be 
"who cares?", Well I think that this 
question involves all of us, because 
it is primarily a moral issue. At 
the same time, since the drug-users 
are a part of society, what they do 
can and does have an effect on every- 
body. And you are not so far removed 
from the"acid-head" as you may think. 
In this society people "pop a pill, 
almost at will"* We take drugs to 
cure headaches, to lose weight, to 
go to sleep, to make us more alert 
and keep us awake. Because of these 
reasons, the question of whether we 
allow people to take a certain kind 
of drug is relevant and important. 


Now, how to go about answering 
the question? Well, the easiest way 
(it seems to me) would be to criti- 
cally examine the viewpoints involved 
and then pass judgement onthem. In 
order to pass judgement we need some 
kind of law - one acceptable to all 
sides. The Law I have chosen is, I 

think, fair to the individual and 
applicable to modern society. It 
goes thus: "Any mature, responsible 
person may do as he wishes as long 
as he does not harm others or in- 
terfere with their rights (which 
are in turn subject to this Law)", 
By mature, I mean a person able to 
take care of and control himself. 
By responsible, I mean mentally heal- 
thy. 

Now that we have a Law, let us 
examine the viewpoints involved - 
that of society and of the LSD user. 


The drug-user claims that he 
is taking LSD to gain a greater 


awareness of himself and life - 

to find reality. He claims that, 

if taken properly, the drug is not 
particularly dangerous to his mental 
health. He says that what he gets 
out ef a trip is worth any risks 
involved; when told that taking LSD 
may permanently damage his chromo- 
somes or could be a cause of leuk- 
emia, he says that going on one trip 
is like experiencing 10 years of 
ordinary lifex* 


On the other hand, the people 
who oppose the use of drugs say 
that the user does this to escape 
reality. They point at the suicides 
committed and the cases of people 
going insane on LSD trips. They 
say that LSD may cause chromosome 
damage or malformation in their . 
children, There are also complaints 
that people who have gome on LSD 
trips lose all initiative and that 
they must be supported by society. 
For these reasons, they claim the 
use of LSD should be prohibited. 

Let us look at this argument 
against "tripping"; that the LSD : 
user becomes a drag on society. 
Many people (psychiatrists, for ex- 
ample) have taken the drug and res 
mained useful members of society. 
The people who have taken LSD and 
apparently degenerated into list- 
lessness and "not-caring" already 
had these qualities in my opinion. 
The drug "only helped bring them 
out.” I don't think that we can 
dismiss the use of LSD on material 
grounds. 

What about the risks involved 
in "dropping acid"? With proper 
supervision and preparation (by a 
psychiatrist) the chances of mental 
illness resulting are almost nil. 
As for dangers, what about the 


chances people take in racing hy- 
droplanes or brain damage that can 
result when two men try to pummel 
each other senseless in a boxing 
ring? I believe that if we let 
some people take risks to attain 

a goal, we cannot deny that priv- 
ilege to others. 

"But," you may say, "for what 
possible reason would a mature, 
responsible person take LSD?: I 
think all they're trying to do is 
escape from reality and that de--- 
notes immaturity. Reality is some- 
thing you can see and feel, nota 
drug-induced pipe dream." Well, 
if you agree with the statement 
above, you need go no further than 
your senses to find reality. But 
what if you don't agree with this 
definition? And in this post-Hin- 
stein world, it is very easy not 
to agree. After,all, your impres- 
sion of the outside world is a 
result of certain stimuli (light, 
heat, etc.) acting on nerve endings 
to produce certain electrical pat- 
terns. Thinking involves the in- 
tegration of these patterns, their 
sorting, etc. Reality, then, is 
only the repetition of these pat- 
terns. Have you ever thought that 
you may just be a maze of transis- 
tors and wires having a certain 
electrical pattern fed into you 
by some weird and brilliant crea- 
ture who is interested in seeing 
if he can cause this jumble of | 
wires and circuits to "think" that 
it exists? This "sensuous" view 
of reality also ignores Existen- 
tialism, the philosophy of the 
20th century. Here is an Existen- 
tialist view of reality: "Human 
reality (and to an Existentialist 
there is no other kind)...is con- 
stituted by an ability to seperate 
itself from what is there and to 
project itself beyond what is 
there, **« 

The explanation of this view 
would take up too much space, but 
you can see that Existentialists

do not see reality in terms of ap- 
pearences. So, if the LSD user says 
that he is searching for anew re- 
ality, I think that we must accept 
him at his word and recognize his 
right, as long as he is mature and 
responsible, to look for that real- 
ity. 

So far we have kept the Law. 
Put what about the LSD user's child- 
ren? Is there not a possibility 
that they may be malformed? I can 
see only one way for the LSD user 
to keep the Law in this case (ie. 
not harm others). He must agree not 
to have any children. I think a 
person should be allowed to take 
LSD if he is mature and responsible, 
if the trip is supervised - pre- 
ferably by a psychiatrist - and if 
he agrees not to have any children. 
The attainment of "reality" hardly 
seems worth the risks {ahromosome 
damage, mental illness) and the 
giving up.of children to me. But 
if others think that "reality" is 
worth that price, I will not deny 
them the right to seek it.

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DRUG SURVEY TO DRUG POLL 


You may have noticed that it 
says on our cover that there isa 
Drug Survey inside. Well, there 
is a survey of sorts, but it is 
nothing like the one we wanted to 


as possible the attitudes towards 
"drugs for kicks" and the preval- 
ence of the use of drugs among the 
students of this school. 

To this end we made up what, 
was really a very simple survey, 
consisting of about twelve ques- 
tions, got it approved by our ad- 
visers, and asked permission of 
Mr. HKobbins to administer it to the 
whole school through the home forms. 
First snag. ir. Robbins recog- 
nized the importance of the subject 
and expressed the belief that 
there was a better way of handling 
the survey, setting it up so that 
we would get more truthful answers, 
etc. To achieve this purpose, Dr. 
Blackwell, one of the School Board 
psychologists, was consulted. He 
expressed the opinion that if our 
survey revealed any startling re- 
sults, the Free Press might get a 
hold of them and trumpet out in 
banner-size headlines that we were 
a bunch of hippie dope fiends (not 
his exact words, of course) - to 
use a familiar quote from James 
Reaney. He also asked of what wse 
these results could be. We said 
that they would be of great inter- 
est to the students of this school 
(that's you, kiddies), that they 
might be used in class discussion 
and that they could possibly be of 
use scientifically. To find out 
more about how to set up the sur- 
vey, which questions to ask and 
whether the data collected could be 
of scientific value, we went to see 
Dr. Aheran of the Addiction Con- 
trol Centre. He helped us a great 
deal in designing the format of the 
Survey, gave us helpful suggestions 
as to what type of questions would 
best get results and showed us angles 


of the problem we had never considered. 
The next step was to take the questions 
we had formulated to Dr. Stennett of 
the Education Centre. He showed us how 
to set up the questions properly, how 


to make them easier to answer, and analyse. 


He said we could use the computers 
at Beal to tabulate the results. 

After these consultations, we spent 
perhaps 20 more hours working on the 
questions we wanted to ask. The final 
result ran to about four typewritten 
pages. 

Then Mr. Robbins took the survey to 
a meeting of various people inclading 
Drs. Cram, Medical Officer for the 
Board of Education, and Blackwell, 
Psyc 'ologist for the School Board, and 
Mr. Sanderson, Superintendert of 
Secondary Schools. Permission was 
refused to apply the survey in its 
present form. It seems that a committee 
of the Board is contemplating doing its 
own investigation of the problem in 
all the schools, and of course, for 
this |\to be done properly, the surveys 
would have to be uniform. They also 
felt that smoking and drinking should 
be included in such a survey and there 
was the worry that if the results did 
get to the local paper, its handling 
of these results might unnecessarily 
alarm parents. So it seems that the 
main objection to the survey was that 
it was not in the desirable form. 

Well, since we couldn't do a survey 
of the entire school we decided to do 
the next best thing and conduct a small 
poll. We asked various people in 
the Cafeteria the following question: 
"Have you any comments to make on 
drugs or people who take drugs?"

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2 aE DRUG LAWS 


Recently student leaders of the University of 
Western Ontario have been urged to back the legalization 
of the sale and use of marijuana. A committee set up 
by the university students' council is asking for 
reclassification of the drug from the Narcotic Control 
Act to the Federal Food and Drug Act. This may seem 
like a good idea - perhaps it is - perhaps it isn't-- 
but let's have a look at the present laws and see what 
they really have to say: 

The Narcotic Control Act is one of the pieces of 
federal legislation which has been selected as part 
of the Criminal Code of Canada. It covers such things 
as heroin, poppy seeds, opium, etc. and the herb 
‘Cannabis sativa', which is usually called ‘marijuana! 
or thashish'. It provides a penalty of up to seven 
years imprisonment for illegal possession of these 
drugs and a sentence of up to seven years for 
cultivation of the same without a licence. Importation 
of any of the drugs carries a penalty of a minimum 
of seven years with a maximum of life imprisonment. 
Trafficking in the drugs (that is - selling them or 
agreeing to sell them) has a penalty of up to life 
’ imprisonment. 

: The Act also states, regarding individual rights, 
that a peace officer may, at any time, without a 
warrant enter and search any place other than a 
dwelling house, searching any person found in such a 
place and seize and take away any narcotic found 

there if he feels there is a suitable cause for doing 
so. If a warrant is obtained the officer may also 
enter a dwelling house. For the purpose of exercising 
his authority in this regard he may break open any 
doors, windows, locks, fasteners, floors, walls, 
ceilings, compartments, plumbing fixtures, boxes, 
containers, or anything else. Friends, don't argue your 
rights the next time the local 'narc' comes up to you 
and asks you to empty your pockets; according to the 
book you're wrong - he's right. 

A bill concerning the disclosure of names of 
persons charged with possession (i.e. disclosure to 
the press, radio, or television) received its first 
reading in December of last year. Known as Bill No. C-194 
the proposed law will forbid all news media from revealing 
the names of offenders since most of them apparently 
are quite young and it is felt that such slighting 
remarks as the newspapers are famous for would not 
do much for the character or reputation of the person 
involved. | 

The Food and Drugs Act also is contained in the 
Criminal Code. It contains regulatio#’s regarding the 
production and sale of food and the control of prescription 
drugse LSD is covered in Schedule H. Production and sale 
of LSD by unauthorized persons is now illegal.

The Grass is Greenest in Ver- 
mont and ilexico, but how it gets 
to staid old London town is a long 
story.

gories: children's nonsense rhymes 
and science fiction/fantasy.
